Contradictory Labor Decisions. 
T 


HE United States Circuit Court of Appeals, at San 


Francisco, has affirmed a decision of the United 


States Court of Los Angeles, enjoining labor unions from 
organizing the nonunion workers of the Pacific Electric- 
Railway Co. in the latter city. 
The injunction is made 


permanent as against the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men and the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 


But the decision of Judge John C. Pollock of the Fed- 


eral District Court at Fort Smith. Ark., rendered Oct. 27, 
in the retrial of the suit of the Coronado Coal Co. against 
the United Mine Workers of America, held that union- 
izing the mines was no interference with interstate com- 
merce. 
As to the right to unionize. Judge Pollock said: 


"Thev have the right to unionize the entire country." 


It will be noted that Judge Pollock, in this decision 


upholds the principle of collective bargaining, which the 
United States Government recognized in the World War. 
In the opinion by Chief Justice Taft of the U. S. Supreinv 
Court, in the first decision rendered in the case of th<- 
Coronado Coal Co. against the United Mine Workers, a 
point made was that "the growth and necessities of thes<- 
great labor organizations have brot affirmative legal 
recognition of their existence and usefulness and provis- 
ions for their protection, which their members have 
found necessary." The recognition of labor organization 
by the courts, it was held, made such bodies suable and 
liable for damages in unjustifiable strikes or other injuries 
inflicted upon employers. 


These two decisions conflict in the vital point of the 


right of unions to extend their membership and their 
power by bringing in nonunion men and women. Both 
decisions being rendered by Federal courts, it seems as if 
the highest legal authority in the land is divided against 
itself. One or the other of these two decisions cannot 
stand.

\V.-:v.naa, of 


Secrecy In Government.

INCE the announcement of his candidacy for the presi- 


dential nomination by Hiram Johnson, who will have 


the backing of his friend. A. D. Lasker, former chairman 
of the Shipping Board, the Coolidge supporters are ex- 
pected to withdraw their opposition in the next Congress 
to the proposed investigation of the Shipping Board and 
its questionable record of transactions, which have been 
accompanied with huge appropriations from the Treas- 
ury. 


Should there be finally an agreement among poli- 


ticians to suppress or neglect this inquiry the public 
ought to insist upon it. Representative Davis of Tennessee, 
•who says he is determined to press the matter, points out 
that it has been the policy of the board to deny informa- 
tion concerning the manner in which great sums of the 
people's money have been administered and cites particu- 
larly the sale of vessels to the Dollar Line and the refusal 
of the board to divulge the terms of sale. 


If the realization that the Shipping Board has been 


making secret disposal of millions of public money and 
property values is not shocking to the public it is because 
the public mind is becoming shockproof to secrecy in 
government. Take, for another instance of secrecy, the 
Lerner case, in which the State Department, on secret, ex 
parte evidence, without respect for the right of trial and 
defense, has issued a virtual decree of banishment against 
a 20-year-old American-bred girl, who is the wife of a 
native-born American ex-soldier, for alleged utterances 
advocating the overthrow of the Government by force. 


Take the case of sugar, which last February leaped 


from 7 to 10 cents a pound despite the fact that the year 
opened with the greatest sugar crop available since the 
war, exceeding the crop of the previous year by 500.000 
tons. Much higher prices, we are toid by former Presi- 
dent Menocal of Cuba, were averted only by the failure 
of the American Government to bulldoze Cuba into re- 
ducing its crop to 2.500,000 tons. In the closing hours of 
the last Congress, Smoot, the sugar Senator of Utah, and 
Senator Curtis, an administration leader, blocked the 
Brookhart resolution for an investigation of the strange 
phenomena here mentioned. 


Secret, invisible government is a sinister thing. 
It 


has no tolerable place in a democracy. If there is ono 
thing more than another which the people of a republic 
should insist upon it is publicity of Government operation? 
and relations. 
The present administration has a heavy 


indictment of secrecy for which to answer, and only a 
thoro housecleaning by its own partisans can bring the 
name "Republican" again before ihe voters untainted by 
damning charges of secrecy. 
When a Government will 


not speak it must be presumed to be guilty.
